Whe Particular Examen. 


The true nature of this exercise is very generally mis- 
understood. When rightly understood and sincerely and 
perseveringly practised, it is nothing less than an effica- 
cious means of perfection. 

The particular examen is a concentrated struggle of 
the will; not with all our faults equally, but with one 
specially chosen as the most important to be overcome. 
It consists of two parts, the matter and the form. The 
matter is the fault selected for attack, or the virtue of 
which a habit is to be acquired; and the aid of a wise 
counsellor is often necessary for its choice. 

The form is the practice of the exercise three times a 
day. Ofthese three times the first is at rising, when the 
resolution to watch and struggle against the fault chosen 
should be renewed for the coming morning; the second 
is at noon, when the conscience is examined how often 
the fault has been committed, and the number noted in 
the book; the due acts of self-humiliation, contrition, 
hope, and the renewal of our resolution for the rest of 
that day are made; the third is before retiring to rest, 
when the exercise is repeated as at noon. 
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The following acts will suffice at noon: 

Represent to yourself JESUS CHRIST crucified. 

At the Wound of the Right Hand. 

Thanksgiving. — My God, I thank Thee for 
all the blessings Thou hast given me this morning, 
for all Thy favours in general and for this... and 
this... (a fine day — a kind word — success in our

No words can exaggerate the majesty of the Holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass. St Francis of Sales calls it the Sun 
of spiritual exercises. The world would be dark without the 
sun, but that darkness would be little compared to the 
darkness of the Church without Mass. Since it is the ver 
holiest and highest act of worship we ought to assist at it 
with intense reverence and devotion. We ought to be very 
careful never to hear Mass negligently, but try to gain 
from it all the fruit that we can, and give to God by It all 
the glory that we can. 

It is most important to hear Mass not only with a defi- 
nite intention, but also with a definite idea in the mind. 
Unless we do this,it seems to me that we fritter away and 
waste much of our time and much of our devotion. Our 
prayers are wanting in concentration and intenseness,and 
consequently in depth and height also. We want unity and 
simplicity. How is it that persons can be careless and dis- 
respectful and distracted at Mass, when the angels of God 
are bowed down before the majesty of the great Sacrifice 
offered on the altar, veiling their face with their wings in 
the midst ot the unapproachable brightness? We are cold 
and careless, while the loving Seraphim are throbbing like 
seas of fire with adoration. We choose to be blind and 
ignorant, while the wise Cherubim are prostrate before the 
altar with wonder and love. We think of ourselves and our 
plans, or of persons round us, whilst the strong Thrones are 
swaying like reeds in the breath of that fiery majesty which 
girdles the altar during the time of the tremendous 
mysteries. 

Day by day we ought totry to grow in love and venera- 
tion for the Sacrifice of the Mass. Day by day its majesty 
and power and sweetness should more and more encircle, 
penetrate and overshadow our lives. (F. Rawes.) 


The Mass isa present from God. It is JEsus 
CHRIST Himself, Who with all the treasure of His 
merits becomes our own, to do what we like with. 

The Mass is given to us on purpose to be our 
help and strength in the trials of life. No sorrow 
ever reaches the human heart which cannot find its 
remedy in Holy Mass. This is truth; and therefore, 
instead of stopping away, we should fly to the Mass 
as soon as we find ourselves in misfortune. 
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Even a little child, who says: '' Z wish fo make 
this Mass my own, " becomes possessor of all the 
merits of our Lord. If she prays thus: '' My Father 
in Heaven, I offer Thee Jesus Christ Thy Son," she 
gives God a gift of infinite price, one which He values 
exceedingly — far more than we can know. 

If in her sorrow she offers up the Precious Blood, 
then poured out upon the altar,for the forgiveness of 
her sins, great as well as small, they are immediately 
forgiven ; her soul is pure and free from guilt: for 
the Mass has taken her guilt away. This is the doc- 
trine of the holy Council of Trent, which says: 
“ For the Lord, appeased by the oblation thereof, and 
granting the grace and gift of penitence, forgives 
even heinous sins and crimes ". 

There is nothing of so much worth as Holy Mass. 
Souls who are eager for Holy Mass, who think 
themselves richer for every Mass they hear, whose 
hearts long for the time of Mass to begin, these are 
the souls who pass through life made strong by God; 
who turneach cross into gold,and receive such help as 
to bear cheerfully the weariness, the ingratitude, the 
temptations of a life of work. In other words, faith, 
hope and charity being increased at each Mass we 
hear, souls are saved and life with its many vexations 
becomes far easier to bear. 

Again, these are the souls who pass most securely 
through the waters of death: who may expect their 
reward, not for the merits acquired through their 
own imperfect acts, but from the application of the 
merits of JESUS CHRIST, by their devotion to the 
Holy Mass. 

They obtained these merits by assiduous attend- 
ance at Holy Mass; and by these Masses they 
acquired graces not for themselves only, but for the 
millions of souls for whose salvation theHeart of Christ 
is longing, and every one whom those Masses have 
helped to Heaven will increase their joy in eternity. 
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Remember that JESUS CHRIST is there for you: 
the Priest is your representative. He lifts his hands 
in the Church's name ro omnibus hic circumstanti- 
bus — for all those who are assisting at this Mass. 
You may take Him and offer Him for anything you 
like — whether to pay the infinite Adoration God's 
Majesty claims; to thank Him for some favour receiv- 
ed ; to make reparation for some fault of your own 
committed, or atonement for the sins of the world ; 
or finally to obtain some wished-for grace for your- 
self, or for others, orfor all. Occupied with what you 
want, and with what you have in hand, your heart 
will be full; and without thinking of it, devotion 
will grow. 

Reflect, too, upon Our Lord's desire fo be remem- 
ered. It was for this He bade His priests to offer up 
contmually the Holy Sacrifice. You please Him by 
watching for the moment of His appearing on the 
Altar, and by remembering that He is {ere for you. 
Pilate delivered up JESUS to the Jews; at Holy Mass 
Jesus delivers Himself up to you todo with Him as 
you will. Per /psum, et cum Ipso et in Ipso — these 
are the words the priest says. If you would hear Mass 
perfectly, make these words your own. So truly does 
He give Himself up to you in the Mass that it is 
now not you, but He — He, JESUSCHRIST Himself, 
now yours — dy Whom, with Whom,in Whom, you 
adore and thank and make atonement and pray. 
What wonder if all things else are given to you to- 
gether with Him ! —

Ain casy Wethod of assisting at the Holy 
Sacrifice of the Wass with profit. 
(By Saint Leonard of Port Maurice.) 


The angelical doctor, St Thomas, tells us that we 
all have four special debts which we owe to Almighty 
God, answering to the four great ends for which JEsus 
CHRIST instituted the Holy Sacrifice of the Altar. These 
are: 

t. To praise and honour the infinite Majesty of God, 
in acknowledgment of His supreme dominion over us. 

2. Tosatisfy Almighty God for the sins we have com- 
mitted against Him. 

3. Tothank Him for all the blessings He has bestow- 
ed upon us. 

4. Toimplore His divine grace and assistance. 

The method for hearing Mass as here given is espe- 
cially conformable to the spirit of the Church, whose wish 
it is that we should, when assisting at Mass, unite our in- 
tention to that of the priest, who offers up the Holy 
Sacrifice for the four ends just mentioned ; by so doing 
we shall be able, according to St Thomas, to pay off, in 
the most efficacious manner, the four debts which we have 
contracted with Almighty God. | 

As soon, therefore asthe Mass commences, while the 
priest humbles himself at the foot of the altar, and says 
the Confiteor, make a short examination of conscience, 
an act of true contrition, beg pardon of God for your 
sins, and invoke the assistance of the Holy Spirit and of 
the Blessed Virgin, that you may hear Mass with all 
reverence and devotion. 

Then divide the Mass into four parts, in which you 
will pay off the four great debts, in the following way : 


From the Intrcit fo the Gospel. 


I. From the beginning up to the Gospel you will pay 
your first debt, of honouring and praising the majesty of 
God, Who is worthy of infinite honour and praise. 
Humble yourself, therefore, with Jesus; acknowledge 
your own nothingness ; confess sincerely that you are but 
utter nothingness in the presence of His immense Majesty: 
and then with great modesty and recollection, with humi- 
lity of heart and body, say: 
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“ O my God, I adore Thee, and acknow- 
ledge Thee to be the Lord and Master of 
my soul. I protest that all that I am, all 
that I have, I have from Thee: and since 
Thy exceeding Majesty demands an infinite 
homage and worship, and I, a miserable 
creature, am utterly unable to acquit myself 
of this great debt, I offer Thee the humilia- 
tions and the homage which JESUS offers 
to Thee upon the altar. What JESUS does, I 
intend to do likewise, in union with Him. I 
humble and prostrate myself before Thy 
Majesty ; I adore Thee, in union with the 
humiliations of JESUS: I rejoice and am full 
of joy that my Lord JESUS offers up to 
Thee for me an infinite honour and wor- 
ship. " 

Close your book, and continue to make in your 
heart several acts of joy at the thought that God is 
infinitely honoured ; and say again and again : 

* My God, I rejoiceat the infinite honour 
which this Holy Sacrifice gives to Thy 
Majesty: Yes, I rejoice atit, as heartily as 
I can.” - 

Do not care to bind yourself to these words, but 
follow the promptings of your own devotion, keep- 


ing yourself recollected and united to God. Oh, 
how well you will thus pay off your first debt ! 


From the Gospel Zo the Elevation. 


II. In the second part, which is from the Gospel 
to the Zlevation, you will pay off the second debt. 
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Cast a glance upon your many most grievous sins, 
consider the immense debt you have contracted on 
account of them with the Divine justice, and say 
with a humble heart : 


“ Behold, O my God, the traitor who has 
so often rebelled against Thee! Alas, with 
sorrow I hate and detest, with all the affec- 
tions of my heart, my most grievous sins ; 
and I offer Thee in satisfaction for them the 
satisfaction which JESUS gives Thee upon 
the altar. I offer Thee all the merits of 
JESUS, the Blood of JESUS, JESUS, God and 
Man, Who as a victim is sacrificing Him- 
self again for me: since upon that altar my 
JESUS is my Mediator and my Advocate, by 
His most Precious Blood He is imploring 
pardon for me. I unite myself to the voice 
of that loving Blood ; and I ask mercy for 
all my most grievous sins. The Blood of 
JESUS cries to Thee for mercy ; my broken 
heart also cries to Thee for mercy. Ah, my 
God, if my tears move Thee not, let the 
groans of my JESUS move Thee ; and that 
mercy which He obtained for all mankind 
upon the cross, why should He not obtain 
it for me upon the altar ? Yes, I hope that, 
in virtue of that most Precious Blood, Thou 
wilt pardon me all my sins, which I will 
never cease to lament, even to the last mo- 
ment of my life. ? 


Close your book, and repeat several times acts 
of true interior and earnest contrition, Give vent to 
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your affections, and in silence, but in the depth of 
your heart, say to JESUS : 


* O dearest JESUS, give me the tears of 
Peter, the contrition of Magdalene, and the 
sorrow of those saints who, once sinners, 
became true penitents, so that in this Mass 
I may obtain a most complete pardon of all 
my sins." 


From the Elevation fo the Communion. 


ITI. In the third part, which is from the Elevation 
to the Communion, consider the amount of the 
many and wonderful blessings you have received, in 
payment for which, offer to Almighty God a gift of 
infinite value, the Body and Blood of JESUS 
CHRIST : invite all the angels, and all the saints, to 
thank Him for you in this or the like manner : 


* Behold me, O my God, laden with bless- 
ings, general and particular, which Thou 
hast bestowed upon me, and which Thou 
wilt still bestow upon me, in time and in 
eternity. I acknowledge that Thy mercies 
towards me have been, and are infinite : I 
am ready to pay Thee for them, even to the 
last farthing ; wherefore, in gratitude and in 
payment for them, behold this divine 
Blood, this most precious Body, this inno- 
cent Victim, which I present to Thee by the 
hands of the priest. I am sure that this 
offering which I present to Thee is sufficient 
to pay Thee for all the gifts Thou hast be- 
stowed upon me. This gift of infinite value 
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is of itself worth all the gifts which I have 
ever received, or ever shall receive from 
Thee. Ye holy angels, and all ye blessed 
saints of heaven, oh, help me to thank my 
God, and offer to Him, in thanksgiving for 
His blessings to me, not only this but all the 
Masses which are at this moment celebrated 
through the whole world ; so that His most 
loving beneficence may receive a complete 
recompense for all the favours which He 
has shown me, and which He will confer 
upon me for ever and ever. Amen. ” 

How pleased will Almighty God be with such a 
thanksgiving ; how satisfied by this one offering, 
which, being of infinite value, is worth more than 
all other ofterings together! In order to excite 
yourself the more to this devotion, invite the whole 
court of heaven to thank Him for you; invoke those 
saints to whom you are more especially devout, and 
say to them: 

“O my beloved saints and advocates, 
thank Almighty God for me, that I may not 
live and die ungrateful;beg of Him to accept 
my good will, and to have regard to the 
loving thanksgivings which JESUS in this 
Mass is offering to Him for me. ” 

Do not be satisfied with saying this once only, 
but repeat it again and again; and be assured 


you will thus completely acquit yourself of your 
great debt. 


From the Communion /o the end of Mass, 


IV. In the fourth part, which is from the Com- 
munion, to the end of the Mass, after having made 
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a spiritual communion while the priest is communi- 
cating sacramentally, consider God to be within 
you, and then open your heart, and ask him for 
many graces, and know that then JESUS unites Him- 
self with you and prays and supplicates for you: 
therefore enlarge your heart, and do not ask for 
trifling things, but ask for great graces : for great is 
the offering which you make to God of His Divine 
Son. Say then, with a humble heart : 


* O my God, I acknowledge myself to be 
quite unworthy of Thy favours; I confess my 
exceeding unworthiness, and that for my 
many grievous sins I do not deserve to be 
heard by Thee. But how canst Thou refuse to 
listento Thy DivineSon,Who praysupon the 
altar for me, and offers Thee His Blood and 
His Life? Hear, I beseech Thee, O most 
merciful God, the prayers of this my great 
Advocate,.and for His sake grant me all 
the graces Thou knowest to be necessary 
for me to accomplish the great affair of my 
eternal salvation. And now I make bold to 
ask of Thee a general pardon for all my 
sins, and the grace of final perseverance ; 
moreover, O my God, trusting in the prayers 
of my JESUS, I beg of Thee, all virtues in an 
heroic degree, and all those efficacious helps 
which I require to become a saint. I also 
ask of Thee the conversion of all unbeliev- 
ers, and of all sinners, and particularly of 
those who are related to me, either by ties 
of kindred, or spiritually; I ask of Thee the 
deliverance, not of one soul only, but of all 
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the souls in purgatory. Bring them all forth, 
so that by the efficacy of this divine sacri- 
fice that prison of purification may remain 
empty. Convert all living souls; may this 
miserable world become a paradise of de- 
lights for Thee, in which, having loved, and 
reverenced, and praised Thee in time, we 
may come at length to praise and bless Thee 
for all eternity. Amen." 


Ask, then, for yourself, for your children, 
friends, parents, and relations, — ask that all your 
wants, both spiritual and temporal, may be sup- 
plied. Ask, also, for the fulness of all blessings 
upon the Holy Church, and for its deliverance from 
all evils : and ask, not with lukewarmness, but with 
a great confidence, and be assured that your 
prayers, united to the prayers of JEsus, will have 
been heard. 

As soon as the Mass is over, make an act of 
thanksgiving to Almighty God; and leave the 
church with a heart as full of compunction, as if 
you were coming down from Mount Calvary.

Our Lord said to St Gertrude: ‘‘ That you may be 
assured with what tender condescension I receive those 
who repent of their sins with true compunction of heart 
and a firm resolution to avoid all sin in future, know that 
My Heart is touched with ineffable sweetness of delight 
whenever a sinner recalls to mind with true sorrow of 
heart that he has wandered farfrom Me by the alienation 
of his heart, or by vain and idle words, or by sinful or 
useless actions, 

“ Whence it comes to pass that, whenever he remem- 
bers his sins, saying with true compunction of soul these 
or any like words : “ Alas, unhappy man that I am ! how 
have I squandered and wasted the time in which I have 
not lived for Thee, my Lord and my God, Whohast so 
loved me! "in the meekness and humbleness of My 
Heart, I take up his words, and set them forth before God 
the Father with a harmony so ravishing, drawn from the 
depths of My Divinity,that all the heavenly host of bless- 
ed spirits break forth into joyous song. And thus it is 
that there is such joy in heaven upon one sinner that 
doth penance. And whenever I bring forth any faithful 
soul through the gate of death into the heavenly court, 
besides the endearinents with which I enchant his disen- 
thralled soul all along that wondrous way, I shed upon 
him all the joy which I, together with all the heavenly 
host, have felt whenever with true compunction of heart 
he has done penance on earth ”. 

—ġ— 

To assist the Evamen, St Ignatius asked himself three 
questions : — Where have I been ? — To whom have I 
spoken ? — What were my duties ? — 

After the Examen, make three Stations. The first in 
Hell. lt isthis that my life deserves. This is where my 
sins were leading me. My God, I repent! 

. The second in Heaven. This is what I have lost by 
sinning. O my God! how good Thou art fo restore to 
me such happiness. I love Thee and will never offend - 
Thee again. I will go to Heaven. , 

. The third on Calvary. Behold the consequence of 
sin !.., Forgive me, O my God ! Thy Blood and Thy me- 
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vits remain tome. I shall live eternally. Thy death has 
restored me to life. 

Two things should never be forgotten at our ordinary 
weekly confessions. 1. That we are never ound to con- 
fess venial sins. 2. That, even in confession, sins for 
which we are not sorry are not forgiven. 

The worst enemy of perfect weekly Confessions is 
routine, which causes us to go through a sort of formality 
without thinking much, or feeling much, what the soul is 
doing, and what it is receiving from God. 

‘The accusation is perfected by simplicity, brevity, gene- 
rosity. Simplicity, which represents the sin as in truth it 
was, without exaggeration, without excuse, without 
human respect. Brevity, since as venial sins are forgiven 
in confession whenever we are sorry for them, whether 
they be confessed or not,we should not make long confess- 
ions of every little frailty, but rather ask ourselves which 
are the sins that it will be most useful to confess. 

It is most useful to confess : x. Sins which have pained 
or disedified others; 2.Sins which we are sincerely trying 
to overcome; if these be habitual we should confess even, 
if possible, the exact number of times we have failed ; 
this requires courage,since we are in no way obliged to it. 

Generosity which consists in seeking shane ; those who 
seek this confusion never cease to make progress, and 
need not fear discouragement. Shame is obtained princi- 
pally by mentioning plainly the mean or malicious motive 
of an act, which in itself, perhaps does not sound very 
bad. Whatever makes us truly ashamed of ourselves always 
does us priceless good 

Let us cherish habitual grief for sin, as something to be 
offered to Our Lord when first ye see His Face. 

Abiding sorrow for sin, says Father Faber, is one of 
the safest grandeurs of holy souls. A simple caution may 
be required. This sorrow should be for the most part 
general, not too much descending into particulars, for 
fear of scruples which always make the will languid. 
There is something very satisfactory about a soul which 
is characterised by fear of forgiven sin. 

We ought to unite our contrition with the supreme act 
of sorrow for sin made by Our Blessed Lord in the Garden 
of Olives; and while receiving absolution, even for one 
venial sin, we should be absorbed in the thought that we 
are being washed in the Precious Blood, and bow down 
with awe while it is poured upon our soul.

IV. AND V. Sorrow AND RESOLUTION (1). 


Perfect contrition is sorrow for sin from the most perfect 
of all motives, the love of God, sorrow because by sin you 
have offended such an infinitely beautiful, holy, and wise 
Being. 

Sorrow such as this, with the desire of Confession, will 
blot out all sins, mortal and venial, and if intense enough, 
will pay off the entire debt of temporal punishment due 
for all sins. 


Yow must learn to make such acts of contrition, and 
form a habit of making them, 
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Act of Contrition. 


O my God. for Thy own dear sake, because Thou 
art so infinitely beautiful and holy, so tender and

As you enter the confessional, say: 


Behold, O Lord, I a vile sinner, poor and 
guilty and unworthy, come unto Thee, the 
overflowing abyss of compassion, that 1 
may be washed from every stain and cleans- 
ed from every sin. Amen. 


Whanksgibing after Confession. 


1. O Almighty and most merciful God, Who 
according to the multitude of Thy tender mercies,

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many times going astray from Thee, and to admit 
me to this sacrament of forgiveness ; 1 give Thee 
thanks with allthe powers of my soul for this and 
all other mercies, graces, and blessings bestowed 
on me; and casting myself at Thy Sacred Feet, I 
offer myself to be henceforth for ever Thine.

— The best preparation for Holy Communion, says 
Father Faber, ts that which consists in emptytug our- 
selves of self, in banishing distractions, in realizing our 
own needs, and poverty, ani nothingness, and malice; 
and so coming to JESUS in the same temper that the 
humble sufferers came to Him in the Gospel, to be heal- 
ed of their diseases. 

— Our preparation for Confession and for Holy Com- 
munion, and our thanksgiving after them, must be 
actions which rank practically among the most import- 
ant of our life. | 

To go to Communion js to incorporate with yourself 
the Flesh and Blood of Jesus CHRIST, — to nourish your 
divine life of grace. It is the most august and sanctifying 
action that you can perform, if you bring to it the proper 
dispositions. 


‘Preparation. 


Some days beforehand, on the eve especially, prepare 
your soul by more recollection, vigilance against all 
deliberate faults, fidelity to the duties of your state, desire 
of JESUS, and contrition in your Confession and Examen. 

mmediately before receiving endeavour to excite in 
yourself these holy dispositions : 

Lively Faith. Ask yourself Who. you are going to 
receive? The Master answers: '* This zs my Body, my 
Blood.” lt is our Lord Jesus CHRIST, immolated on 
the Cross, triumphant in Heaven... It is the Eternal 
Word, the Sovereign Lord and Creator, my Supreme 
Judge. Continue repeating : ‘‘ Ves, my God, it is Thou 
indeed, it is Thou, I believe it more firmly on Thy word, 
Thy infallible word, than if, with my own eyes, I beheld 
Thy resplendent Majesty. ” 

Adoration. Acknowledge Him with all your heart to 
be your absolute Master, from Whom you hold every- 
thing and to Whom you entirely belong. 
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Humble Compunction. *‘ Who aml who am about 
to receive Him?... — Lord, Thou art the Holy of 
Holes... before Thee Thy very Angels are not sufficiently 
ure... and lam the last of sinners... 

My heart has been defiled with many and many a 
sin... it is so ungrateful, so unworthy... so tepid and 
inclined to fall again. Lord, I am not worthy... And 
yet Thou desirest me to come to Thee, with filial con- 
fidence, as to my kind Saviour, my charitable Physi- 
cian!” 

Endeavour to strengthen your soul more and more by 
exciting yourself to hearty Contrition at the sight of so 
much goodness and love. — ‘‘ Forgive me, O my good 
Master! I detest all my sins... may I rather die than 
ever again wound Thy loving Heart ! " 

Generous Love. Like that of Jesus, — He gives you 
all... all... in an ineffable union... His Flesh to 
purify yours, His Soul to impregnate yours with His 
spirit of abnegation and contempt of the world, — His 

eart to inflame yours with His generous devotedness... 
His Divinity to transform you... His treasures of merit 
to enrich you... and His graces to strengthen you. 
Love Him then in return generously, nobly, practically, 
that is to say, give yourself to Him without reserve, by 
the flight of all sin, the fulfilment of every duty, the 
struggle against pride, sensuality, cowardice... hat 
sacrifice did JESUS refuse to make for you?

Enable meto bear Thee, 
lest I have to say with Peter: '' Depart from me, for 
J am a sinful man, O Lord.”

Say the following words with great fervour; for our 
Lord revealed to St Gertrude that no one who draws 
near to Holy Communion with these dispositions can 
ever receive Him with irreverence. 

And although I know myself to bea most utterly 
unworthy,an execrable and most abominable sinner, 
yet, trusting in Thine ineffable compassion, 1 draw 
near to this most holy participation of Thy Body 
and Blood with this firm intention, that for Thy love 
and Thy glory I should deem it a light thing to 
receive in this Sacrament the sentence of my eternal 
condemnation, were that possible, if the glory of 
Thy divine compassion in not disdaining to give 
Thyself to me might thereby shine forth with the 
greater splendour. 

As you knecl to receive Communion, cease not to sigh 

and long for your Beloved, saying: 

Come, good JESUS, come, Thou Spouse 
of my soul, come into my heart with that 
love with which Thou didst enter into the 


Virgin’s womb, &c.

Prostrate at His feet, tell Him again that He 
is your Lord, your All... that you wish to belong entirely 
to Him... to obey Him in everything... to live only for 
His glory. ‘‘ O Godhead hid devoutly | adore Thee," 
(see page 450.) 

Retribution (or Thanksgiving). What return can you 
make for this infinite Gift? You are so poor.. Offer at 
least your love... your transports of gratitude. 

“ Praised, loved and adored be for ever Jesus,” 
in the most Blessed Sacrament of the Altar.” Beg Mary, 
and the Seraphim to supply for your inability by their 
ardour. 

Demand. Jesus wishes to give you everything... and 
He can...

The Blessed Margaret Mary once said to 
her Divine Spouse: '' My most loving JESUS, 1 
wish to be consumed with the desire of Thee and 
since 1 cannot receive Thee to-day I well not cease 
to desire Thee. — To which our Lord answered : 
'* J take so much pleasure in being desired, that as 
many times as the heart forms this desire, so often 
do I look upon it lovingly to attract it to Myself." 
Let us often give this pleasure to our merciful 
Saviour, that we may reap from it the sweet fruit 
that He promises.

To gain the many plenary and partial Indulgences 
annexed to the Way of the Cross, only two conditions are 
necessary: 

1. To follow the Stations (where they are canonically 
erected) moving from one to another without any notable 
interruption. 

2. To meditate on the Passion. 


JA preparation for the Way of the Cross. 


Do we all remember how holy and how easy a manner 
of honouring our dear Saviour's Passion it is to follow the 
Way of the Cross? How pleasing this is to our Lord we 
may judge from His own words to St Gertrude: ‘‘ As 
they who handle flour cannot but be whitened by it, so 
no one, however imperfect his devotion may be, can oc- 
cupy his mind with the Passion, without receiving some 
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benefit." — '* However grievous the load of a man's 
sins, he may take comfort in the hope of pardon, tf he 
offer to God the Father My Passion and Death." — 
'I he Church bestows on those who perform this devotion 
all the Indulgences formerly granted to those who de- 
voutly visited the Holy Land, and venerated the very 
spots on which our Saviour suffered. 

It is very easy to make the Stations. Only one con- 
dition is reqaired : to think about our Lord's sufferings 
as we visit each of the fourteen Stations in turn. We are 
not obliged to remain long at each one. No Prayers are 
enjoined; we have only to think of our Lord's sufferings; 
and when the pictures are before our eyes, this is not 
difficult. 

And yet, how greatly neglected is this easiest and most 
profitable devotion, because men think it too hard for 
them! Like the beads, it is a devotion particularly 
suited to those who cannot read. 

The Stations begin when our Lord is condemned to 
death. If we have in our minds what He had gone 
through before that moment, we shall make them more 
devoutly. — Our Lord had washed His disciples’ feet; 
He had prayed, and spoken words of love to them; He 
had given them His Blessed Body and Blood. In the 
Garden of Gethsemani, the three disciples had fallen 
asleep. “He was offered because He willed i£. " Yer 
His soul shrank in /ear and horror from the coming tor- 
ments, all of which He clearly saw, from whichthere was 
no escape, and in which no one would stand by Him. 
An agony of shame and sorrow for all the sins He had 
taken upon Him then overwhelmed Him. O blessed 
Contrition of the Son of God, which givessuch value to 
our poor acts of sorrow! This agony was followed b 
another, that of weariness and desolation at the ingrati- 
tude of so many who would reject and despise all He was 
about to suffer for their love. ‘‘ Ay soul is sorrowful 
unto death." At length an Angelissentto Him. — Q 
Divine Humility of the Son of God to accept comfort 
from His own creature! Next comes the betrayal — the 
kiss of Judas — Jesus is seized and bound, His right 
hand passes through the half-secured coil of rope and is

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The terrible scourging follows, and after it the crowning 
with thorns. — What must be the extent of the evil of 
sis, which demands so great a satisfaction!

She was to become my Mother by sharing 
His sufferings. Oh! how much my Mother Mary 
loves me!

JESUS falls a second time, yet in spite of the 
cruelty of His executioners, notwithstanding His 
extreme weakness, and His terror at the approach 
of death, His courage does not fail; He rises gene- 
rously tocontinue His painful road with even great- 
er courage. My Saviour grant that I may profit 
by this example. — A first fall astonishes me ; by 
a second and a third I am quite overcome. I 
scarcely rise, and then how feebly ! The enemy 
whispers to me: ‘‘ If you rise let it be languidly. ” 
But by His example JESUS says: '' Rise energeti- 
cally. " This one point well observed would 
assure my progress in holiness. 


EIGHTH STATION. 


THE WOMEN OF JERUSALEM MOURN FOR

** The ccown has fallen from our head, woe unto us for

JESUS is followed by a crowd of compassionate 
women weeping and lamenting. Touched by their 
compassion He forgets His own sorrows and says 
to them: ‘‘ Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for 
Me, but for yourselves and for your children." The 
sentiment of compassion is good, but the compas- 
sion that leads to action is better. 1 must weep 
over my faults, and, better still, fight against the 
principal source of them : my predominant passion.

Rising anew 
after each fall, and notwithstanding His weakness, 
He reaches the summit of Calvary. — What is it 
that can help me after my guilty and repeated falls? 
— A holy obstinacy in always rising again, in never 
giving up my resolutions; this is true perseverance 
and assured sanctity. Am I thus resolved never to 
abandon the struggle?

** The Lord hath laid upon Him the iniquity of us all, 
and by His stripes we are healed. " 


In this mystery JESUS expiates especially the 
sensual pleasures and guilty voluptuousness of 
mankind. Am I fully determined never to give Him 
any thing to expiate or to suffer upon this account? 
** Blessed are the clean of heart.” Seeing all that 
my Saviour endures, I will be careful never to run 
any risk of sinning, to avoid all occasions of danger 
and not seek to now, to see, read or think of any 
thing that would sully my soul. On the contrary 
I will patiently suffer pain, and be faithful to the 
practice of corporal mortification.

__As Jesus hangs upon the Cross He utters the cry 
of anguish: '' My God, My God, why hast Thou 
forsaken Me!" ‘‘ All,” then “ ts consummated, ` 
Hanging there one living mass of pain, suffering 
the keenest excess of agony in every power of His 
holy Soul, in every limb and sense of His sacred 
Body, He has redeemed me like a God. — '' Be- 
cause with the Lord there ts mercy, and with Him 
plentiful Redemption.’ — Who can doubt of par- 
don, having such a victim to offer to the Eternal 
Father, and not exclaim when tempted to despon- 
dency i — ' Father, into Thy hands I commend "ty 
spirit’?

What anguish must have been that of Mary when 
the lifeless Body of Her divine Son was placed in 
her arms! 

Each wound of His was a sword which pierced 
her Immaculate Heart. And yet Mary is the Queen 
of Heaven. and earth, and beloved by God more 
than all other creaturestogether. Suffering is then 
the sign of His love and I must not refuse to be 
treated like my Mother. I must abandon myself 
with confidence to all the designs of God's sweet 
Providence and not change into poison, by my 
impatience, the gifts God sends me to make me like 
His Son. ; 


FOURTEENTH STATION. 
JESUS IS LAID IN THE SEPULCHRE. 


** Thou wilt not give Thy Holy One to see corruption. ” 


In the holy Sepulchre there is no natural life, but 
only the divine. The sacred Wounds are there, 
the mangled Body, but what peace there is on those 
Features, what serenity on that Brow! So will it 
be with me when nature is dead in me, and when 
my passions are quelled. Toattain to this super, 
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natural life I will practise exterior recollection by 
silence and modesty of demeanour, and interior 
recollection by seeking the things that are above.

From the natural weariness and fainting of the 
body, which went on increasing during all the long 
hours of His Passion, to the extreme of mental and 
spiritual desolation, which the soul can feel, when 
even prayer, &c. are painful and wearisome. 

The utter misery of disappointment at the ingra- 
titude of man. He spends His Life, His Blood, 
His Heart in vain, only to reap neglect, to see the 
treasures He has toiled for despised and made of 
no account. 

And here, we may reckon even the shortcomings 
of His chosen servants, and still more the wasteof 
grace, the profitless use or neglect of Sacraments, &c 
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His prayer then was full of submission and re- 
signation to His Father's will. 

. Five minutes. — Accept the chalice of reparation 
of which JESUS drank the most bitter draught...... 
Say with Him: ‘‘ Father, if it be possible, let this 
chalice pass from me, yet not my will, but Thine be 
done. ” 

Five minutes, — Accept also the Cross of penance, 
renewing your baptismal vows. —''Yes, my God, I re- 
nounce Satan, his works and his pomps, and I give 
myself to Thee to carry my cross after Thee, all the 
days of my life, and to be more faithful than I have 
hitherto been. ” 

Five minutes. — Accept death...... ‘ O my God, 
I accept it, and commend my spirit into Thy hands. 

JEsus, ey ha a I give you my heart and 
my life. JESUS, Mary, Joseph, assist me in my last 
agony. JESUS, Mary, Joseph, may I peacefully ex- 
pirein your holy company. Sweet Heart of Mary, 
be my refuge at the hour of death. ”

‘© I CAME TO CAST FIRE ON THE EARTH,AND WHAT WILL

Devotion to the Sacred Heart is with reason called a 
treasure of true sanctity; for it is the devotion which most 
pleases God and most helps souls. By it we return love 
for love, by it we repair the injuries of ungrateful men, by 
it we obtain the most precious of all graces,and we know 
that our Lord prefers it, and rewards it, before all other 
devotions. He has asked us to honour His Divine Heart 
by pictures in our rooms and prayer-books, and has pro- 
mised blessings wherever they shall be. Its practice is : 
(1) By thanking Him for His immense love for men,espe- 
cially in the Blessed Sacrament, and therefore by conse- 
crating ourselves, our prayers, work, and sufferings to 
Him every day. (2) By compassion for the ill-treatment 
He receives from sinners, and therefore by acts of repa- 
ration to His wounded honour. (3) By fighting sel/,that 
we may love Him better: first in all affection to any de- 
liberate sin; second, all indulgence of sensuality or self- 
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love; and third, in dissipation of mind and heart over 
exterior things. (4) By making others know and love 
this Devotion on every opportunity. Lastly, by great 
love of Our Lady. | 


‘Revelation of the Sacred Dart, 


The very words of the revelation which caused the 
Feast of the Sacred Heart to be established. This then 
ts what Our Divine Master said to the Blessed Marga- 
vet Mary: 


Behold this Heart which hath so much loved 
men, which hath spared nothing, even to exhaust- 
ing Itself and consuming Itself, in order to give 
them testimony of Its love; and in return I most 
often receive only ingratitude, by the irreverence 
and the sacrileges, and by the coldness and con- 
tempt which they have for Me in this Sacrament of 
Love. What giveth Me most pain is that amongst 
them are hearts consecrated to Me. 

Therefore I ask of thee’ that the first Friday 
after the Octave of Corpus Christi may be set apart 
for a particular Feast to honour My Heart, by 
receiving Communion on that day, and making to 
It asolemn act of reparation for the insults which 
It hath received. And I promise thee that My 
Heart shall expand Itself to shed with abundance 
the influence of Its grace on all those who render 
It this honour, or who induce others to render it. 


He named the day: the Friday after the Octave of 
Corpus Christi. He named the intention : to consecrate 
themselves to His Heart and make amends to Him for the 
forgetfulness, the coldness, and ingratitude of men. 

e promised that His Heart should enlarge Itself to 
pour out grace on those who would render Him this act 
of love. 

But is it not clear then, that in order to give our Lord 
what He asks, it is not sufficient merely to go to Holy 
Communion? He wants us, evidently, to think of Him, 
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to feel for Him, to understand Him; to know what gives 
Him pleasure, and what gives Him pain. Itis this which 
is the very marrow of true devotion to the Sacred Heart;

Whe Scapular of the Passion, 
and of the Sacred Hearts of Jesus and Mary. 


On the evening of the octave of St. Vincent of Paul, 
July 26th, 1846, our Lord appeared to a Sister of Charity 
at Paris, while she was praying in the chapel, before the 
hour of Benediction. He held in His right hand a scarlet 
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scapular, suspended by two ribands of wool of the same 
colour. On one side, He was represented crucified : the 
instruments of the Passion lay at the foot of the cross; 
round this representation was written : Holy Passion of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, save us ! On the other side was 
traced theimage of His Sacred Heart, and that of His 
blessed Mother; a cross was between the two, and 
around was this inscription : Sacred Hearts of Jesus and 
Mary, protect us ! 

He appeared to her on several other occasions. On 
the feast of the Exaltation of the holy Cross she heard 
these words: Whoever shall wear this scapular shall 
receive every Friday a large increase of faith, hope, 
and charity. 

His Holiness Pius IX, granted: rı. A plenary indul. 
gence every Friday to all who, wearing the scapular, 
shall (in addition to the usual conditions) meditate de- 
voutly for some space on the Passion of our Lord. 2. An 
indulgence of three years and three guadragen, every 
et to all who, with a contrite heart, should meditate for 
half an hour on the same mystery. 3. An indulgence 
of 200 days to all the faithful who should kiss the scapu- 
lar in a spirit of compunction, and recite this prayer: 
Tu ergo, quaesumus, tuis famulis subveni, quos pretioso 
sanguine redemisti. (Help Thy servants,we beseech Thee, 
whom Thou hast redeemed with Thy Precious Blood). 

The scapular must be blessed by some priest having 
faculties for so doing.

The Viaticum is the holy Eucharist administered with 
the intention of preparing the sick for death. This bless- 
ed Sacrament is indeed the Bread of Life, of which every 
good Christian frequently partakes during health ; but 
when the soul is about to pass from the body there arises 
a new and peculiar obligation of receiving it. ‘This obli- 
gation is founded on the abundant graces which this holy 
Sacrament, above all the rest, is capable of imparting, 
and which are at that time so necessary. It is the safe- 
guard that must preserve the soul on its journey to hea- 
ven, itis the pledge of immortal glory. “ He that eateth 
this bread shall live for ever ” (St Fon, vi). And sourgent 
is the obligation of receiving it at the approach of death, 
that the Church dispenses with her rule in behalf of those 
who are dangerously sick, and allows them to communi- 
cate after having broken their fast. The sick person will, 
therefore, use his best endeavour to make a worthy pre- 
paration for this blessed Sacrament. 


A short Exercise in preparation for Death, which may 
be used every day. 


I. My heart is ready, O God, my heart is ready ; 
not my will, but Thine be done. Omy Lord, I 
resign myself entirely to Thee, to receive death at 
the time and in the manner it shall please Thee to 
send it. 

2. I most humbly ask pardon for all my sins com- 
mitted against Thy sovereign goodness, and repent 
of them all from the bottom of my heart. 

3. I firmly believe whatsoever the holy Catholic 
Church believes and teaches ; and, by Thy grace, I 
will die in this belief. 

4. I hope to.possess eternal life by Thy infinite 
mercy, and by the merits of my Saviour JESUS 
CHRIST. 

5. O my God, I desire to love Thee as my Sove- 
reign Good above all things, and to despise this 
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miserable world. I desire to love my neighbour as 
myself, for the love of Thee, and to forgive all inju- 
ries from my heart. 

6. O my divine JEsus, how greatis my desire to 
receive Thy sacred Body !O, come now into my 
soul, at least by a spiritual communion ! O, grant 
that I may worthily receive Thee before my death ! 
I desire to unite myself to all the worthy commu- 
nions which shall be made in Thv holy Church; 
even to the end of the world. 

7. Grant me the grace, O my divine Saviour, 
perfectly to efface all the sins I have committed by 
any of my senses, by applying daily to my soul 
Thy blessed merits, and the holy unction of Thy 
precious Blood. 

8. Holy Virgin, Mother of God, defend me 
from my enemies in my last hour, and present me 
to Thy divine Son. Glorious St Michael, prince of 
the heavenly host, and thou, my angel guardian, 
and you, my blessed patrons, intercede for me, and 
assist me in this last and dreadful passage. 

9. O my God, I renounce all the temptations of 
the enemy, and whatsoever may in any way dis- 
please Thee. I adore and accept of Thy divine 
appointments with regard to me,and entirely aban- 
don myself to them as most just and equitable. 

10. O JESUS, my divine Saviour, be Thou a 
JESUS to me, and save me. O my God, hiding 
myself with a huinble confidence in Thy dear 
wounds, I give up my soul into Thy divine hands. 
O receive it into thebosom of Thy mercy ! Amen. 
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Whe order of administering HBoln 
Communion to tbe Sick. 


The Priest, on entering the sick-room with the Most 
Holy Sacrament, says: 


Ÿ. Peace be to this house. 
F7. And to all who dwell therein. 


Then, placing the Holy Sacrament on the corporal, ona 
table with lighted candles, he adores upon his knees, 
all present doing likewise: after which he takes holy 
water, and sprinkles the sick person and the bed on 
which he lies. 

He then approaches the sick, and, if necessary, hears his 
confession, after which is said the Confiteor, 

Then, again adoring on his knees, he takes the Blessed 
Sacrament from his pyx, and elevating it, he shows it 
to the sick person, saying : Ecce Agnus Dei (Behold the 
Lamb of God, &c.) ; and repeating three times: Do- 
mine, non sum dignus, &c., Ae says: 

Receive, brother (or sister), the viaticum of our 
Lord JEsus CHRisT, that He may preserve thee 
from the malignant enemy, and bring thee to life 
everlasting. Amen. 

But if Communion is not given in the way of Viaticum, 
he pronounces the usual words, Corpus Domini nostri. 

The Priest then washes his fingers in silence, and the 
ablution is given to the sick ; after which he says : 


X. The Lord be with you, &c.

O holy Lord, almighty Father, eternal God, we 
earnestly beseech Thee that the most sacred Body 
of our Lord JESUS CHRIST Thy Son, which our 
brother (oz our sister) has now received, may be to

the Holy Spirit, God for ever and ever. Amen. 
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These things done if a particle of the Sacrament re- 
mains, he genuflects, rises, and taking the pyx with 
the Blessed Sacrament, he makes with it the sign of the 
Cross over the sick personin silence. Returning to the 
church, he recites Psalm cxlviii, and other psalms and 
hymns, as time allows. Jf no particle of the Sacrament 
remains, the Priest blesses the sick with his handin the 
usual way.

Tbe Order of administering the Sacra: 
ment of Ertreme Unction. 


On arriving at the place where the sick person lies, the 
Priest, with the holy oil, entering the room, says: 


W. Peace be to this house. 
F7. And to all who dwell therein. 


Then, after placing the oil on a table, being vested ina 
surplice and purple stole, he offers the sick person a 
crucifix, to be piously kissed; after which he sprinkles 
both the chamber and the bystanders with holy water 
in the form of a cross, saying the Asperges. Then he 
Says : 

X. Our help is in the name of the Lord. 
Ry. Who hath made heaven and earth. 
Y. The Lord be with you. : 
RY. And with thy spirit.

Be temperate in eating and drinking, modest in thine 
exterior,prudent in thy speech,reserved in thy behaviour, 
careful about thine enterprises, courageous under rever- 
ses, humble when successful, grateful for favours received 
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from God, joyful in the midst of humiliations, patient in 
suffering, considerate in all thy proceedings. 

Fach morning take the resolution to avoid every kind 
of sin: be not vain of good’ fortune, nor discouraged by 
misfortune. 

To serve God — this is happiness, health, wisdom, 
eternal life. The beginning and end of every good life is 
to love God with all one's heart, to praise Him with the 
lips, to edify others by giving good example. 

Abandon all to God: this perfect resignation will render 
thee less susceptible of being troubled. He who attacheth 
himself to JESUS, must be ready either to go up higher or 
come down lower. Thou hast taught us, Lord, to do 
both the one and the other. Grant that I may follow 
Thee, O Lord. 

Happy are they who follow Jesus CHRIST in the nar- 
row way : who leave to Him the care of governing their 
will, and who bear the cross for Him every day.

He considereth as a small matter the sense of shame 
he feeleth before others ; he dreadeth much more the 
judgments of God, who will manifest hidden things. It 
is a sure token of humility when one recogniseth the 
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wrong of which others accuse him : the proud man is al- 
ways in haste to clear himself. 

Nothing is more painful than to aspire after some 
high post, and not succeed in attaining it. 

The proud always fear being opposed, and, without 
admitting the fact to themselves, they daily lose esteem. 
The humble eat the bread of contentment ; they walk 
along the straight path of the Saints, and love to a ide in 
the valleys.

God has a talent to confide to most of Hi servants at 
this stage of their earthly pilgrimage,— a certain amount 
of influence over others. 

Experience has given wisdom,and advice is often asked 
of them. How many owe to the wise advice of a friend 
safety and salvation! Let us then look around us. The 
harvest is waiting, and the Lord of the harvest seeks la- 
bourers. Is there no soul that our tenderness can raise,— 
that our kindness can cheer, — our encouragement rouse 
to efforts that may make it useful and blessed in time and 
eternity? There is much discouragement in the world. 
Can we not withdraw its sting from some one soul?.. 
But to help others really we must have a right to their 
respect and confidence. The masters of all hearts are 
those who are rulers of their own. In youth passion and 
impetuosity are easily forgiven, but not so later on in life. 

here we expect to find the calm and dignity of a heart 
that has tried all things and conquered at fast. Time 
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teaches noble hearts wisdom and patience, and noble 
hearts are needed to guide weak ones. — Then let us 
resolve above all to cultivate that calm which best prepares 
the mirror of the heart to reflect JESUS on others. 
The likeness to JESUS, acquired by the Saints was 
through all strong wills and passions being sacrificed ; 
this shed the calm of the peace of Jesus over their hearts. 
Then their outward actions grew like His, and their gen- 
tleness reflected the meekness of the Lanib of God. 


Whe Character of eXesus. 
(Father Faber.) 


He had an extraordinary love for silence. His words, 
as tradition tells us, were fewand rare. He was collected 
in His blessed vision of God. He passed amid earthly 
things as if He floated over their surface, rather than 
mingled in their crowds or vouchsafed to sympathise in 
their interests. Thus, we are told, a more than monastic 
silence reigned in the holy house of Nazareth,with Jesus, 
Mary and Joseph; and indeed the contrary supposition 
would have something in it unworthy and repulsive. 
With this love of silence was one of hiddenness, which is a 
mysterious characteristic of God Himself. But His si- 
lence was not taciturnity, nor His hiddenness sullen or 
unaffectionate. Hence there was about Him a sweetness, 
such as no Saint ever had before or since. Nothing tried 
Him; He was never surprised. Rudeness did not un- 
settle Him. Injustice kindled no human heat in His 
Heart ; importunity never wearied Him ; unseasonable- 
ness never provoked Him. In look, in word, in gesture, 
in smile, He was above all the saintly sweetness which 
our rough natures can conceive... But what shall we 
say of His humility?... As it was just the virtue He 
would have us imitate in Him, so it was the one which 
shed over Him His preternatural attractiveness. No 
matter how austerely pure His doctrines were, or how 
lofty the holiness that He required,sinners were attracted 
to Him in spite of themselves, and the chains of the 
world and sin fell off from their souls in the light of His 
sad yet unrebuking eye: never was attractiveness like 
His. Perhaps the secret lay in the heroism of His unself- 
isbness. The Apostle sums up His whole life in the 
short, emphatic phrase: ** He pleased not Himself, " just 
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as the whole perhaps of our life would be faithfully abrid- 
ged in the saying : ‘‘ For all these years we have done 
our best to please ourselves. " — He might have been 
gay, cheerful, quick, fluent, active, playful, commanding, 
and foremost, and have been by His pre-eminent sanc- 
tity the King of Saints. But He chose to be silent, hid- 
den, sweet, patient, humble, attractive and unselfish. 


Whe Portrait of Warp eber-Virgin. . 
(From St Ambrose.) 


May the virginal life of holy Mary be drawn for you 
as in a picture. Chastity is reflected from her as from a 
mirror. She is a model of all virtue. From her you 
may take example what to correct, what to avoid, what 
to observe.. 

The purity of Mary. She was a virgin not only in 
body, but also in mind. Her pure heart knew no guile. 

Humility and prudence. Humble of heart, grave in 
word, prudent in decisions, sparing of discourse, assi- 
duous in reading ; putting her trust, not in the uncer- 
tainty of riches, but in the prayer of the poor ; intent on 
her work; bashful in her conversation; seeking the 
approbation of God, not that of man. 

. Meekness and milaness. Not upbraiding the guilty, 
wishing well to all, showing respect to elders, not envy- 
ing equals, shunning display, following reason, loving 
virtue. 

Modesty in conversation. When did she by word or 
look wound her parents? When did she disagree with her 
neighbours? When did she disdain the lowly ? When did 
she scoff at the weak ? When did she avoid the needy? 
She habitually visited the friendless, and with delicacy 
helped the bashful poor. 

Modesty in word, gait and action. There was nothing 
haughty in her looks, nothing bold in her words, nothing 
unbecoming in her actions. Her gestures were not 
effeminate, her gait was composed, her voice gentle : her 
exterior was the reflection of her soul. 

Sobriety, and assiduity in prayer. What shall I say of 
her sobriety in food, and of her prolonged prayer? One 
was above nature, the other almost injurious to nature, | 

Nothing was allowed to interrupt her prayer. When she

partook of food, it was not to gratify sense, but to pre- 
serve life. 

Sparingness of sleep. She slept from necessity, not in- 
clination. Even while her body rested, her heart watched, 
and her mind was occupied with what she had read. 

Modesty abroad. She was not known to go abroad 
unless it were to the Temple, and that with her parents 
or neighbours. Her deportment was modestly dignified. 
Although she was always in the company of others when 
abroad, still she herself was her best guardian. She dili- 
gently gave herself to her domestic duties in the solitude 
of her home. She was never less alone than when alone. 


Whe Life of Faith. 


It is in silent combat, in unknown victories, that the 
soul becomes detached, sanctified, and finds its love and 
happiness in the Sacred Heart. 

A Saint is a man who seems to have an atmosphere 
around him which no others have. He walks the streets 
of earth, works, speaks, thinks, acts, looks, eats, sleeps as 
other mortals must do ; and yet, there is something about 
it all which makes every movement different to that of 
other persons : it is the underlying thought of God,which 
is so vivid and so clear, that the interior eye of the soul 
of that saint is ever looking from earth to Heaven: it is 
the life of Faith. As a person who looks through a trans- 
parent blind, does not heed the pictures drawn upon it, 
but looks at the realities beyond,sothe saints see through 
all the passing diorama oflife one brignt, clear, magni- 
ficent reality : the Will of God. 

A Saint is simply a man who can act as well on what 
he only sees by faith as on what he sees with his eyes. 
Faith is the most real of the two to him. What we see 


leads us away. The saint sees what he believes in, and so 
goes ahead. 


- The Apostles, who lived with our Lord continually and 
were imbued with His spirit, are recorded to have asked 
only two spiritual things of Him : prayer and faith. — 
** Increase our faith.” — “Teach us how to pray.” How 
much is implied in this! 

To understand life we must look at God. —-—" 
What He wants is increase: we must trade with life, 
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a multiply it, and breaden it, and deepen it, and pu- 
rify it. i 

It is fearful to think of the unsuspected capabilities of 
magnificence hidden in the humblest. 

he buried talent is the sunken rock on which most 

lives strike and founder. 

To the angels what a fearful sight is the foundering of a 
single life : to God, who understands it in all its terrible 
reality, how inexpressible is the horror of the vision !

God is Eternal, there is no other God but God ; every- 
where, always, helplessly, inevitably, inextricably we are 
clasped in the arms of God. Nothing is to the point 
except God. One thing is necessary, said Our Blessed 
Lord, compressing the whole Gospel into one sentence. 
The whole of wisdom consists in a clear view of the unne- 

: cessariness of all other things. 

It is in the Unity of God that all contradictions agree, 
and all difficulties disappear, that all little things are 
made great, and all great things small.

Do you not feel that in making this act you give more 
than if you gave your riches, your time, your strength, 
or rather, that this act of love transports you out of your- 
self and gives to God your whole being and all that you 
possess ? 

I defy you, guilty, desolate, despairing soul ; soul 
overwhelmed by terror, dread, and the fear of damna- 
tion: I defy you to go before a Crucifix, or before the 
Holy Tabernacle and say to Jesus, dwelling the more on 
the words the harder you find it to say them: 


My God ! I love Thee with my whole heart, with my 
whole soul, with all my strength and above all things, 
because Thou art good, infinitely good ! 


And not feel that Jesus is moved by your words ; and 
not hear Jesus reply: 
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And I, too, love thee! 

Reason not. — Try it. — Could you believe that JESUS 
CHRIST does not know how to love, or that His Heart is 
less generous than yours? | 

O Jesus! how can I find words to express the love with 
which Thy Sacred Heart, that Heart so tender, so sen- 
sitive, so loving, responds to a word of tenderness from 
a poor child of earth! 

There is a little sentence of Father Faber's which, to 
minds less spiritual, sounds strange : 

** God tries towin our affections, to force us to love 
Him, that in return He may not only love us, for that 
He does already, but that He may make us feel that He
